[to colleft out of ſundry Authors the ©Philoſophicall ſenſe of theſe fables of Ovid . if | 
| I may call them bir, when moſt of them are more ancient then any extant A uthor, or 
 perhapsthen Letters themſelves ; before which, as they expreſſed their Conceptions 
'in Hieroglyphicks , ſo did they their Phildſophie and Divinitie under Fables and | 
| Parables . a way not un-trod by theſacred © Pen-men, as bythe prudent Law-givers, 
intheir reducing of the 0!d World to civilitte, leaving behinde a deeper impreſſion, 
then can be made by the liveleſſe precepts of *Philoſophie. Plato in hu imagi- 
nary Commonwealth ordaineth , that Mothers and Nurſes ſhould ſeaſon the tender 
mindes of their children with theſe inſtrufive fables, wherein the wiſlome of the 
Ancient was involved: Some. under Allegorics expreſſin? the wonderfull wor ks | 
of nature" Some adminiſtring comfort in calamitic , others expellins thester-| 
rors and perturbations of the minde ; Some inflaming by noble exanples with an ho- | | 
neſt emulation , and leading, as it were , bythe handiothe Temple of Honour and. | 
| Vertue. For the Poet not onely renders thines as they are . but what are not , as if | 
they were, or rather as they ſhould be ; agrecabletothe high affeFions of the Soule, 
| and more conducing to magnanimitie: juſter then either men or Fortune, in the 
ex:lting of Vertue andſuppreſſin2 of Vice, by ſhewing the beautie of the one and dc- 
|formitie of the other, purſued by the divine Vengeance, by inbred terrors, and infer- | 
nailtorments.

For the firſt Period fromthe Creation to the Flood , which tne Etbnicks called the 
Obſcure, ſome the Emptie times ; andthe Ages next following which were ſtyl'd the 
Heroicall, becauſe the after deified Heroes then flouriſhed, ar a//otne Fabulous, in 
that thiſe ſtories convayed by Trad:tion in looſe and broken Fr arments , were by the 
Poets interwoven with inſlrufting Mythologies , are moſt 06;curcly and perplexealy 
delirered by all, but theſupernaturally inſþire4 Moſes. Wherefore, not without au- 
thoritie have I here and there given atouch of the relation which thoſe fabulow Tras- | 
Traditions have tothe divine Hiſtory, which the Fathers have obſerved, and made | 
uſe of in convincing the Heathen. ©By this andthe reſt it may appearesthat our Sub- |

OVID. 


UzLiivs Ovivpivs Naso, deſcended of the ancient Family of the NasSoONEs, 
Puto had preſerved thedignitie of Remene Knights from the firlt originall of that Order, 
was borne at S»/ms , a Citie of the Pelien:, on the xiiii of the Calends of April, inthe 
Conſul-ſhips of Hizc1us and P a N$A, both flaine atthe battell of Aſcina againſt Ma r- 
cus ANTONI1Us. While yeta boy, his quick witand ready apprehenſion gave his parents | 
an aſſurance of a future exccllencie : in ſo much as his tarher L u © x us fent him to Rome (to- | 
gether with his brother, a yeere elder then he, and born on the ſame day ) to be 1nſtructed by | 
PLos1Us GR1PPUs, that Art might perte@ the accompliſhments of Nature. In his firtt 
| of youth he was much addicted unto Poetry , wherein he hadan excellent grace and naturall 
tacilitie. Bur continually reproved by his father tor tollowing fo unproficable a ſtudy, with | 
an ill will he forſooke the pleaſant walkes of the Muſes to travell in the rugged paths of the | 
Law, under AuxEL1ius Fuscus and PokC1ius LaTRO; of whole eloquence and 
learning he was agreat Admirer, Neither attained he therein to a vulgar commendarion, 
beingnumbred by Maxcus ANNZUuS SENECA among the principall Orators ot thoſe 
times, Hisproſe was noother then diſſolved verſe : his ſpeech wittie, briefe, and powertul! 
inperſwation. Having paſt through divers offices of Judicature,and now ready to afſume the 
habie of a Senator; his elder brother and father being dead, impatient of toyle, and rhe cla- 
mours of litigious Aſſemblies, he retired himſelf from all publike affaires ro aftected vacan- 
cie and his tormer abandoned ftudies., Yet ſuch was the mutuall affection between him and 
VaR& 0 that heaccepted of Command, and ſerved under him in the warres of CA ſia - from 
| whence he returned by Athens , where he made his aboad , untill he had atraived tothe per- 
| teRion of that language. A man of a meane ftature, ſlender of body, ſpare of diet ; and, it 
not too amorous, every way temperate. He drunk no wine but what was muchalayed with | 
water: An abhorrer of unnaturall Luſts, from which it ſhould ſeeme that age was not 1nno- | 
cent: neatinapparell , of afree, affable, and courtly behaviour ; whereby he acquired the ! 
triendſhip of many , ſuch as were greatin learning and nobilitie ; among whom not atew ot 
Conſular dignitie : and fo honoured by divers, that they wore his pictore in rings cut in pre- 
cious ſtones, One havel ſeene ina Cornehian, of exquiſite workmanſhip, with his name in- 
graven on the one (ide, and certain obſcure characters on the other, ſuppoſed as ancient as ; 
choſe times: Ihavealloanold Medall of Silver ftamped with his im»ge: both whichare 
preſented under his Figure, withthe Reverſe ot the latter. A great Admuer, andas much 
admired, ot the excellent Poets of thoſe ttmes , with whom he was moſt familiar and inti- 
mate. Being perſwaded by ſome of chem toleave out three vertes ot thoſe many which he 
nad Kat, 4 gave his conſent, ſo that of all he might except three onely : whereupon they 
privately writ thoſe which they would have him aboliſh, and he on the other fide thoſe which 
he excepred ; when both their papers being ſhown, prefented the ſame verſes: the firſt and 
ſecond recorded by PE bo ALB1iNOVANUS, who was one of the Arbiters., 
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Semi-bovemque virum, ſemi-virumaue bovem. 
Sed gelidum Borean, egel;dumque Notum. 


W hereby itappeareth that his admirable wit did not want ananſwerable judgement in ſup- 
pretling the Iibertic of his verſe, had he nor affeted it. Anample patrimony he hadinthe | 
cerritories of Sul-o; with a houſe and a Temple inthe Citie, where now ſtands the Church of 
Sanita Martade Tumb4 : and where now\tands the Church of Santts Maria de Conſolatione; he 
had another in Rome, not farre fromthe Capitoll, withpleafant Hort-yards betweene the 
wayesof Fliminiz and Claudia, wherein he was accuſtomed to recreate himſelte with his 
Muſes, He had three wives : whereof the firſt being given him in his youth, as neither wor- 
thy nor mm_— ſoone after ( according to the cuſtome of the Romanes) he divorced : nor! 
liv'd he long with the ſecond, although nobly born, aud of behaviour inculpable, The cha- | 
| | ſtitic and bcautie of the third he often extolleth; whom he inſtructed in poerry, and ” hi . |

;deathenarely attected, Neither was her aftection interiourto his, living allthe time of his 
| b.niſhment hike a forrowtull widow, and continuingto the end exemplary faithtull. But 
'nthis every way happy condition , when his age xequircd caſe, and now about to 1mploy | 
his beloved vacancie in the review and poliſhing of lis former labours, he was baniſhed , or | 
rather contined to Tomo: ( aciticot Sarmatia bordering on the Euxine Sea) by AUGUSTUS; 
Cxsak, onthe fourth of the Ides of December , and inthe one and fitticth yecre of his| 
age, tothe generall griete of his friends and acquaintance : who fſayled into Thrace inaſhip' 
ot his own , and by [ind pertormcd the reſt ot h1s voyage. The cauſe of this his fo cruel! 
and deplored exile, israther conjectured-rthen certainly knowne. Moſt agree that it was 

tor his too much tamiliaritie with ] ur 14 the daughter of AUGUSTUS, masked under} 
thename of Corlxxa. Others that he had untortunately ſeene the inceſt of Cx 5s an : | 
which may be infinuated , in that he complaines of his errour, and compares himlclte to 
AcT#zox: Burt thepretended occaſion was for his compoling of the Art of Love, asin- 
toicrably laſciyious and corrupting good manners, Apretence I may call it, ftince unhke- 
lyit1s, that he ſhould baniſh him 18 his age for what he writ when hardly a man, and atter 
ſolong 4 connivence. Yet AUGUSTUS, eitherto concealc his owne crime or his daugh- 
ters, would have it fo thought: neither would Ov 1D reveale the true cauſe, leaſt he 
ſhould turther exaſperate his diſpleature. Atrter he had long 1n vaine ſolicited his repcalc by 
the mediation of GERMANICUS Czxsax, and others that were neere unto the Em- 
perour; or atleaſt to beremoved to a more temperate Clime ; his hopes ( as he writes ) 
torſaking the earth with AucusTUus, hediedart Tomos 1n the fitth yeere of the raigne of 
\T1BERIVUS;, having hvedleven yecresin baniſhment. As T1iBULLU s andhe were born 
1inoneday, ſo heand Livie diedonan other ; that his birthand death might be nobly 
accompanied. Ic had ſo wonne the barbarous GEeT's wich his humanitie and generous 
actions ( having alſo written a booke in their language ) that they honoured him in his 
lite with triumphantgarlands, and celebrated his tunerals with univerſall forrow ; erecting 
his rombe before the gates of their citie, hard by a lake which retainerh his name tothis day. 
His ſepulcher was foundin the yeere, Mby11, witha maguificent coverture preſenting this | 
Fpitaph.

Of great Auguſtus banjhed from Rome :

ISABELL a Queeneof Hunzary inthe yeere MpDxL ſhewedto BakGw#us apen of fil. 
ver, found not long betore under certain ruines, with thisinſcription; OY 1D11 NAS0- 
NIS CAL AMYS: whichſhehighlyeſteemed , and preſerved as a ſacred relique. Of 
the books which he writ, ſince moſt of them are extant among us, I will onely recite theſe 
tollowing verſes of ANGELUS POLITI ANUS.

ence. Plato affirmes that at the firft they adored no other - calling particular Starres by the names of 
| their dead friends, and honouring them with Temples. It my mouth ( ſa:th Job ) have kitſed my 
hand tothe Sunne or the Moone ( ſo anc:extly bath the kiſsing of the hand beene a token of re- 
| verence) 1 ſhould have denied God : and the Prophet complarnes that the Jews not onely wor- 
ſhipped theſe , but the whole Hoaſt of teaven, ſo tanght by their idolatrous neighbours , who not 
only held that they had life and underſtanding , out ſaw whatſoever was done by mortals , hearing 
their praiſes and prayers , and accepting of their ſacrifices. That the twelve ſignes in the 7odiack 
were directed by twelve ſuperinteadents -  Ariesby Pallas, Taurus by Venus, Geminiby Apollo, 
Cancer by Mercury, Scorpio by Mars, Sagittarius by Diana, Capricornusby Veſta, Aquarius6by 
Juno, and Piſces by Neptune. Thoſe ruling in the ſeveral parts of the body, and theſe in the ſoule. 
And ſurely the Starrcs are not only ornaments; although exactly to diſcover their vertue inther 
aſbcts require a ſupernattrall knowledge : yet no otherwiſe incline or diſpoſe the minde, then by 
\ | working on our ſeveral conſtitutrons and complexions , nay many things concarre of farre greater ef- 
| ficacie, as parentage, education, diſcipline and cuſtome. They conſiſt of the more condenſed part of the

be diſputedoff , but effected, He 15 commanded to follow the conduft of a Cow ( a creature expreſsine 
= Tu patrence and labour ) where ſhe repoſeth to build his City, andtocall it Bezotia. Not unlike was the 
2304 6:41 coanſell of Epimemdes of Creet, who adviſed the Athenians 12 the 1191 of a great peſtilence, to 
ES TH turne their cattle looſe into the fields which they intended to offer ; the Priefts to follow, and where they 
ſtayed to ſacrifice them unto the unknowne propitiatory Deitte, And S'. Paul inihat city ſaw an Altar 
with ſuch an inſcription. But the former Oracle is thus interpreted, that exceſsrve labtuy was to be 
wnderrone in that journey ; much to be ſuffered, and much to be done, ere he conld attarne to the deſired 
end : meane while by the coxtinuall exerciſing of the minat, to induc it with ſuch habituall fortitude 
as m:7ht inable him to ſubdue the Drazon , which &, intemperance, and all evill deſires. This Dra- 
0a by Cadmus ſlaine was advanced to a conſtellation ; placed betweene the two Beavres, and conſiſting 
of one aid thirty ſtarres, incompaſcing the Northerne Pole of the Ecliptick, The ſowing of the Dra- 
gons teeth in the earth ( the mother of monſters) tis toreſtore to every one his owne : true fortitude 
being alwates accompanied with moderation andjuſtice; mgcndring love inthe g007, andeavy inthe 
bad ; that earthly brood which thus proatgiouſiy aſcend (like upſt arts on a ſudden to honoar and power ) 
with weapems 1n therr hands , which heby the advice of Pallas, or Wiſedome, converts on their owne 
boſomes : wounding themſelves in not wounding of others, Palazphatus g:wes this fable an hiſtorical 
ſenſe - how Cadmus ſlew Draco the ſonne of Mars, then King of Thebes, in battle, and poſſeſſed 
his kirgdome. The ſonnes and friends of Draco drew toa head ; but finding themſelves too weake for 
ſo flrong and couragions an enemy, disbanded ; yet bore away much of his treaſure, among the reſt ma- | 
ny Elephants teeth , diſperſing themſelves ſome in Achaia, others 1n Peloponneſus, wary iz Pho. | 
Cis, arid in Locris not a few - from whence not long afier with recollected powers they invaded the | 
Thebans, m untaining ad:fficult, and a donvifull warre - in ſo much as the Thebanes, ever after 
they fled 1ththe Elephants teeth, accuſtomed fo ſay ; that ſuch horrid miſchiefes had befallen them 
for Cadmus killing of the Dragon ,, from whoſe tecth diſperſed here and there, ſo many puiſſant enc- 
mies aroſe. But he rather ſowing by hw policy the ſeede of diſſention amoneſt them, over-threw them 
by their owne power, Onely it ſhould ſeeme he drew E.chion , with cther foure, Cithonius, Udeus, 
Hyperever, aud Pelorus, men of principall qualitie, with their followers, to his party : perſwaded| 
thereunto by Minerva, or a prudent rcgard of their preſent condition. Cadmus was the firſt that 1n- 
vented letters, or rather the firſt that druulgzed them in Greece , who before, as the Egyptians, ex- 
preſſed their conceptions in hieroglyphicks : Eraſmus expounds theſe ſerpents teeth, to be letters, 11 
that the Authors of ſuch wrangling and diſcord. The Conſonants are interpreted for thoſe ſouldiers 

who confonnded one another - the Vowels, which render of themſelves a ſound, and give a power of 
expreſz:on to the Conſonants, the ſame who joyned in mutuall amity. The Phocnicians writ, as 
all the Eaſterne Nations, from the right hand to the left : the reaſon why the outermoſt 
figure to the right hand in Arithwetick ftands mm the firſt place ; they alſo being the inventers of 
that ſcience.

who af firme that their firſt Kings lived twelve hundred yeares, andthe latter but three hundred, com | 
ming neere the ages of man both before and after. But what Tradition delivers obſcurely and lamely, | 
is in the Scripture entire and perſÞþ1cuous, Agave fulfills the prophecy of Tireſas in the ſlaughter of 
her ſanne : whodiſtracted with the fury of Bacchus, together with her ſiſters, ſuppoſing him a Bore, 
transfix him with their javelines, tore forthwith in peeces, for all his teares and ſubmiſ51on, by the 
reſt of the Bacche. There is nothing more plauſible to the vulgar then the innevation of covernmen! 
and religion. Tothis they here throng in multitudes. Wiſe Princes ſhould rather indeavonr to pacific, 
then violently oppoſe a popular fury : which like a torrgqpt beares all before it ; but let alone exhauſteth 
it ſelfe, and is eaſily ſuppreſſed. Reformation is therefore to be wrought by degrees, and occaſion attend- 
ed : leaſt thro:h ther too forward teale they rej ebb the connſell of the expert ,and incounter too ſlrone 
an oppoſition , ts the ruine of themſelves and their cauſe; whereof our Pentheus affords a miſerable| 
example, The blind rage of Superſtition extingutjheth all naturall affeion. Agave murders her 
ſonne, awd the aunts their nephew + nor have the latter ages been unacquainted with ſuch horrors. 

On the other ſide Pentheus expreſſeth the image of an tmplacable Tyrant , hating religion, and 
ſuppreſsing -t in others : nor tobe diverted by counſell or miracles , ill his death approves that tyrants

finite wealth, made warre on the Colchians. For by the teſt;mony cf Strabo that nation abounded 
with gold, by reaſon of the vicinity of Caucaſus: from whence it deſcended in little drills, which the 
inhabitants eathered with ſives, and fleeces of wool! ; the ground of this fable. The fiery Bulls, the ar- 
med men riſing out of the ground, and wakefull Dragon, may allude to the rocks, ſtraights, quick- 
ſands, and other hazards in their perilous paſſage : rhe like deſcribed by Homer 1n the wandrine of 
his Viyfles, nether i it improbable that in ny earch of thoſe mines they encountred with wilde beaſts 
and ſerpents, the inhabitants of ſuch rough awd «nfrequented places.

In this city of Megara, our Poet deſcribes a tower with harmentious walls : which i in 
part confirmed by Pauſamias that countrey-man, The «cAMegarians, ſaith he, report, how Apollo 
helpr A!cothors 1n the building thereot ; and layd his Harpeon aſtone, which ſtruck with a 
ebble, ever renders the ſame mulick, to my no ſmall admiration. Others ſay that this tower 
was bu:lt like a labyrinth with many hollowes and windings, the cauſe of ſo ſtrange a reverberation. 1 
have ſeene a ſtone within the Kygyptian Pyramis, which being ſtruck, would ring, and retaine the 
ſound as long as a bell ; by reaſon of the places and its owne concavitie, Scylla the danghter of Nifus, 
from the top of this tower accuſtomed to behold their daily conflicts : and now by continuance knew the 
perſons and names of the Cretan Captaines ; but takes too much notice of Minos, and over-admires 
hu ſeverall graces.

gether dye ; nor either ſurvive to grieve for theother, A happy life : a death tobe envied. Noy could 
the Gods deny arequeſt ſo full of divine and humane pietie : who now in the extremitie of age, convert 
| them both at one inſtant 1mto flouriſhing trees before the ſtayres of the Temple , that the memory of the 
' 200d might hve a ſacred reſpeit, and be never forgotten - whereon the religious hang garlanas + 
\that &, celebrate their praiſes , yeverencing they memories, who had ſo reverenced the 1m- 
mortals. 

This ftory told, Achelous ſeconds the [ame with the transformations of Proteus. Diodoms 
writes, how the Egyptians ( the line of Menis failing 1n the fifth deſcent ) elefted Cetes , called 
Proteus by the Grec1ans, for their king,hard upon the time of the Trojan warres. A man who was 
ſaid to excell in knowledge; aud to have changed himſelf into ſandry ſhapes; now ſeeming 4 beaſl, 
| now 4 tree, wow fire, or what elſe hepleaſed; as regiſired in the records of the Egyptian Prieſts - at- 
| taining to that skill by his continual converſation with Aſtrologians and Magicians ; of whoſe ſtrange, 
\ 41d not inferiour performancies, the ſacred Scriptures do teſlifie, In memortall of whom the ſucceed- 
ing kings wore the ſhapes of Lions, Bulls, and Dragons, en their heads, as markes of regalitie : ſome- 
times trees, fire, and fragrant oyntments ; either for ornament, wonder, or Superſt1tion : frem whence 


ihe Grecians derived their fiction. But Proteus rather was awiſe and politique prince ; who could 
temper hw paſsions, andſhape his actions according to the varietie of times andoccaſions , in the adm:- 
nmſtration of government : now uſing clemency , and again ſeveritie; ſaid therefore to convent into 
water, into fire ; ſometimes a fruntfull tree, then a terrible beaſt ; of his rewarding vertue and puntſh- 
ing offences : now proceeding by force like 4 Lion + and now like a Fox with ſubultiie and ſratagems. 
For thoſe of h12h undertakings are to have a verſatile wit , that can accommodate themſelves to all 
times and diſpoſitions. Such Alcibiades : in Sparta, homely in his diet, anſtere and laborious , inTo- 
rica voluptuors and diſſolute; in Thrace , drinking hard, or on horſtback , andin Perka, ſumptu- 
ous and magnificent. Alciat applyes this fable to the uncertaintie of 4utrquinie -

the matter it ſelf converted into Elements ;, which the Ancient expreſſed by Proteus his wwltip licitie

In every good man, ſ4:th Seneca, chere inhabits a God ; but what God, is uncertaine. It thou | 
lIighton athick Grove, adorned wich ancient trees of unuſuall height , which deprive thee | 
ot the tight of heaven with rheicinrerwoven branches : the ſtately ralenefle of the woods, the | 
lecrecic of the place and adiniration of that darke and continued ſhade, preſent to thy belicte | 
'the preſence ot tone Deity. But what, if well applied, might nouriſh devotion, ws converted by 
abuſe to Idolatry : wicked Sp:r:ts moſt haunting ſuch places , as conduced to divine contemplation, | 
tha they might pervert it totheir ſervice. The Jews were oft guilty of this ſuperſtiticn ; who made 
thoſe Graves the feſtivall bowers of their Idols : exclaimed againſt by the Prophets, and hewn downe 
by their beſt Princes. Tet contineed in ſuch eſt:mation among the heathen , that tooff cr them any w10- 
lence was reputed a ſacriledge ſo fearefull, as would inſtantly draw downe the drvine vengeance + as 
here exemplified in Erilichthon ; whonot onely w10lated the Grove of Ceres, but Lud the axe tothe 
root of that ſtately Oake which wes i particular conſecrated unto her , and, as appeareth, nave Oracle: 
like that of Dodona: being garmſhed with tables, hung up by ſuch as there had payed their vowes et- 
ther for thetr recovery of health , or delivery from dangers ;, wherein the manner of both were 
painted. An ancient cuſtome among the Pagans, and now in uſe ; xs tobe ſeene, and not ſeldome 13 
true, through-ont all Italy ; eſþectally in the Churches of thoſe Saints who are chiefly celebrated for | 
miracles, where one hath bardly roome to hang or ſtand by another, This Oake is deſcribed to be fifteene 
| cubits in circuit, and of an anſwerable altitude. Perhaps 4 Poeticall Hyperbole : yet over-topt both by 
43 Hiſtorian and 4 Philoſopher. For Bemabus writes :n his Venetian Hiſtory that trees were found 
under the Antartick Circle, which twenty men could not fathome - and Cardan, that there is a tree in 
\the Indies caled Ceiba (by the Spaniards Gorda) which riſeth in three drsjoyned [Feras from the | 
earth, every one twenty feete in compaſſe, and diſtant below as far from each other , inſomuch 2s a car:

If theſe be meere fitFfons ; then were they invented by ſuperſtitions antiquity, ts beget a reverend 
feart of the Gods, by informing that they were every where, and 11 every creature, But if beleeved by 
the drvulgers, then were they Divels that appeared, and ſþake out of trees, unto mortals : t5 thats 
the Dodonian 0ate, which will admit of no contradittion. The, tattering with innumerable blowes, 
now cruſheth the nndey trees in his downefall.

Now beegerly Erilichthon, having conſumed all 

but his hunzer, was forced to ſcll his daughter for foode : whooften deceiving her ſeverall Maſters by | 

the changing of her hape, returned 47411 ; and ſo for awhile prolonged the life of her miſerable fa- | 

ther. But that not ſufficient, he devours his owne fleſh; and feeds his body by d:miniſhing tt. Exilich-| 

thon #5 ſaid to have beene & prodigall Glutton +, andby his vaſt expences ro have reduced himſelfe un-, 

to beggery ; inſomuch as he was glad to proſtitute his daughter for his ſuſtenance : who had hor{cs, | 

oxen, ſheepe, andthe like proviſions, given her by her Lovers : whereupon it was reported ſcoffingly, | 

that Metra was changed into thoſe ſeveral creatures.

mg of pleaſures ; which infeeble the minde , aud deſtroy t with ſerpentine imbracements. Nov is 
pleaſure and luſt unaptly expreſſed by ſerpents ;, not onely for their natural ſubtiltie and inveterate 
hatred to man ;, but alſo for their inbred laiſciviouſneſſe : the female vi ' ( our Adder) according to 
Pliny, out of a frantick del! ht, biting off the head of the Male in the ie of therr cotture. And we 
read in Plutarch that ſometimes Serpents have been in love with women, manifeſting all the ſienes of 
4 wanton affettion. As one with a matde of Erolia, which nightly crept into her bed, eliding to and 
fro, and winding about every part of her body ; retiring alwayes about the dawning of the Day. This 
obſerved, the maide was forthwith removed by her Guardians. The ſerpent miſcing her for divers 
dayes tozether, at length found her out - whonow not loving and gentle as accuſtomed, but horrid and 
full of danger, leapt upon her, pinnioning her armes with hu folds, and laſhing her thiahs with the re- 
mainder of his lensth - yet wth ſuch an anzer as ſeemed tobe mixt with indalzency, as rather intend. 
ing to chaſtiſe , then to hurt her. A Serpent was ſaid to have been found about Olympia's bed, that 
meht wheres jhe concerved with Alexander , which gave 4 colony to the claime of his deſcent from 
Jupiter. The like the Romanes arvniged of Scipio Atricanus, both reports mo doubt but proceeding 
in par! from the Serpents amorous inclination. The Scythians parnted Araxa, a woman infamous for 
her luſt, with the tayle of a ſerpent. But Achelous 5 well-nigh ſuff ecated by Hercules 1n that Coun 
terfeit ſhape, now puts 0n the forme of a furrous Bull : but ſpeeds no better then formerly ; having one 
of his horwes broken off by the Conqueror , which the Naiades repleniſh with fruits and flowers, 
ever afacr called the Horneof Plentie., T heſe Nymphs take their names from fluency ; ſuppoſed of

; wherein the ſtronger prevailed ) was the ground of this fiction of Hercules his ſubduimng of Ache- 
lous: Deianira the daughter of OEneus ( for it |hould ſceme the Etolians hid the berter ) rhere-

enemy ; wherein an Italian would never have off ended, who rather hate whom they have injured, as 
ever ſuſpeting them. But credulity proceed; from a mans owne integritie - a vice more honeſt then 
ſafe, the overthrow and death of the Great Duke of Burgundy, who committed a maine part of hu 
army to an Earle whom he had fermerly ſirucken ; the reſpects and ſervices of ſuch, being no other 
then a maske ro diſgmſe their treacheries, Neflus, though dying, meditates on revenge, and gives 
Deianira « g4rment dipt 1n his bloud, infected by the impoyſoned arrow, asa receipt to revive in the 
wearer degazed affection. A pretence torempt a womans acceprance, who are enher tos cf} enunate, or 
too apt to be jealous, Not conſidering withall that it was the vift of an enery , which ever 
tends, 2+ this did, unto miſchicfe.

Who there was ſlain by Achilles. Pliny reports that ſhe was the firſt that invented the Battailaxe. 
Plato af firmes that there was a nation of Amazons in hi time in Saimatia Altatica at the foet of 
Caucaſus : from whence it ſhould ſeeme that their Queen Thaleftria came 1nto Hircania wato Alex- 
ander, that ſhe might have a daughter by him ; who participatine of both therr ſp1r1ts, might conquer 
the whole univerſe. But Strabo doubts by the uncertaintic of authors, and unlikelineſſe thereof , that 
there ever were any ſuch woman - and Palephates writes that the Amazons were a people couragious 
and hardy, who wore linnen ſhaſhes on thetr heads, and gownes to their heeles ( as now the Turks 40 ) 
ſuffering no haire to grow on their faces and therefore in contumely, called women by their enemies.

Cacus, a mizhty Gyant, the ſonne of Vulcan, depopulated that part of Italy which ly:s about Mount | © 
Aventine with hs robberies - ſaid ts vom fire, 1# that he burnt the corne on the 3round, and ey41- 
ojly deſtroyed, what he could not reape. He, while Hercules /lepr, /fole away the faireſt of his O.xen; 
and drew them into 115 Cave by their tayles, that no impreſs10n might be ſeene of any feet oomr thi- 
ther. A ſubtilty derived from the ſhe Beare, who ever backward retires to her den,that ſhe might not be 
traced by the Hunter. But theſe diſcovered by their bellowings, Hercules forced his Cave, and bratned 
Cacus, breathing clowds of [moke, with his Club. Now Cacus is by wterpretation Evill, which lurkes \ 
in Caves, in that never ſecure : when Hercules, or Vertae, vind:cates his owe, by the deſlruction of | 
the other ; although with hypocriſie and fraudulent miſts he endeavour to conceale himelfe. 

Hercules ſ#ſtuineth heaven , his laſt labour , on hi ſhoulders : 
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him , being commanded to obey h1m 13 all things by Jupiter : the Oracle at Delphos fore-relling, how | 
he, having finiſhed thoſe enterprizes, ſhould obtarne 4 Deity, So are the vertuous not ſeldome ad- 
wanced by the malice of their enemies ; aud ſo craggy and thorny ts that ſteepe aſcent which leads unto 
Glory. | 
Diſcovered Licas, who brought the :mpoyſoned garment halfe dead with feare now clings to the 
knees of Hercules : the cuſtome of ſuch as 1mplored poo appeares inall hiſtories ; and therefore the 
knee was called the ſeat of Mercy. But Ihdorus renaers a naturall reaſon, in regard of the affinity be- 
tweene the knees and the eyes, ſince they were contiguous in the wombe of the mother : 1nſomuch as the 
knees relent, and the eyes (the ſilent petitioners) ſhed teares when they rejoyne, as renewing in the me- 
mory their former neighbourhood, and affefting the minde with a mutnall ſuff erance. But infuriated 
Hercules, not giving time to the plea of his innocency , ſmings him about his head by the heeles , and 
throwes him into th» Lubocan ſeas : there turn'd into a rock which carries his name, and ſignifies Im. 
pulſion. Expreſsing thereby the effects of feare, which congeales the bloud, and ſtupifies the ſenſes , as 
rf altozether ſtony. Nor was this throw of h1s incomparable : for it 1s reported by Mayolus , an Tta- 
lian Brſhop, how he ſaw a man at Aﬀt in 1he preſence of the Marqueſſe of Peſcara take up a pillar of 
marble , three feet inlength, and one 1n diameter , oft toſsing it aloft 18 the ayre, and catching it a= 
74ine before it fell to the ground, with 5 much facility as if it had been a tennts-ball. But thus fable 
withall preſents the uſuall infortunity of | uch, who miniſter to the exorbitancies of Princes, though 
unacquainted with their ſecret intentions. This Rock lies againſt the Cenzan Promontory, and gave, 
in that it reſembles a man, an argument tothe fiction. 
Now Hercules aſcending the funcrall Pyle, gives PhiloCtetes his bow and fatall arrowes toſct it 
on fire : who lying on his Lions sktn, and making his Club his pillow, entertaineth death with x5 much 
alacritie, as if ſo compoſed at a feſtival, For paine and ſorrow, together with all the injuries of ma- 
lice »r fortune, are ſwallowed up by the immenſitie of Vertue , and loſt, like ſhowres that fall into the 0- 
cear, S-me ſay that his diſeaſe ws a ſciled melancholy, breaking forth all over his body in burning 
ulcers : which hapned in the thirtieth veare of hu age ;, but according toothers in the two and fifty. 
There are who write that he being an excellent Aſtronomer, burnt himſclfe hard before a great eclipſe 
of the Sunne, to confirme the opinion of hu divinity. As the Sicilian Empedocles with the like am- 
bition threw himſelfe into Etna. But the earthly parts of our Hercules being conſumed with fire ; his 
celeſtiall in a more glorious figure, having put of the robe of Mortality, is carried nnto Heaven in a 
triumphat charriot, and derfied by Jupiter. The lſoules of all men, ſaith Cicero, are immortall ; 
but thoſe ofthe good and valiaut, divine : and for that cauſe divine honours were given unts ſuch 
| by the Ancient. But never before their funcralls, when cenſure « neither infefted with Flattery noy 
Envy. Tet could not Alexander ſtay ſo long ; who would in his life time be ſtyled the ſonne of Jupiter, 
a preſage of his unttmely death: as was ihat vote of Cerealis Anicius to 1197 whom he flattered, which 
ws, that a temple (hould be erected to divine Nero. But more modeſt was Ageſilaus,who thus [coft | 
at the Thafſians that would have decreed him divine honors : 1t your city have the art of makin 
of Gods, let us ſee what Gods you can make of your ſelves: and then perhaps 1 will beaGod 
of your making. Tet Hercules better deſerved a Deity then all the reſt o the Heroes: who con- 
quered nothing for himſelfe : who ranged all ever the world, not to oppre/ſeit, but to free it from op- 
preſſors, and by killing of Tyrants and M onſters preſerved it in tranquility,

| I have hearga fable ( [4/14 Sibinus) not unhike to this, zf 1 eto be reputed aftable, which the 
teltimonies ot many aftirme tora hiſtory, A Gentleman in Bavaria ot a noble family, fo ex- | 
treamely grieved tor the death ot his wite,that he abandonved all the comforts of lite and fed: 
| ' hisconſtaur forrow with ſolitarines,until at length he regained her: whotold him how ſhe had 
| ' ruſhed the time preſcribed by Nature; but by h1s umportunate prayers wasreſtored tolite, & | 
| commanded by God to accompany him longer:upon theſe conditions, that their matrimony | 
; diffolved by death ſhould be again folemnized - and withall, that he ſhould abſtaine trom his, 
; former bl ſphemousexecrations ; for which he loſt ,ivd ſhould loſe her againe, upon the ke 
| commiſſion. This faid, ſhe tollowed her houſhold aftaircs as betore, and bare him ſome chil- 
' dren; but was everpentive and of apale complexion. Divers yearesatter, the Gentleman, | 
heated with wine and choler, rapt out horrible oathes,and bitterly curſed his ſervants; when 
his wife, withdrawing into another roome, was never more heard off: her appareY, without | 
her body, ſtanding upright, as it an apparitzon. Thus ( ſa:th he) have I heard trom many | 
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credibleperſons ; who athrme chat the Duke of Bavarrs told it for a certaine truth to the 
Duke of Saxony. Pauſamias repor!s, how Orpheus after the death of Euridice, reparred to Aorrhus 
in the countrey of the Th<lports, w12re Oracles were oven by raiſing of the dead( not 1n thy power of 
Negromancy to effect, the divell rather aſſuming their formes to delude his vataries) when im cnming 
that his wife followed h:m, bat looking ba: k, and finding the contrary, forth-with for ſorrow (/:0 home 
{elfe. In emnul uton of Orpheus the 41mes of his Countrey accuſtomed to throw themſclue; ints the 
funeral fires that burnt their dead hus0ands (ſed not ontly of ol4 , but frequently at this day in d:- 
vers places of the Eaſt Indies) to teſt:fie their aff ett;ons, and out of hope to 14j y in another wor! 
their beloved ſocieties. So Dido who Lud the foundation, ind Aldrubals wife whobeheldthe rume of 
Carthage, followed their huso4nds to the infernall Manſions. But the fable ſremes to allude to thi 
former ſtory, differing not much but 1n the Cataſtrophe : and invites ts to a moder atton in our deſires, 
leſt we loſe what we affect by too much affecting : Hell, the Furies, and infernall torments, bein 7 0 0- 
ther then the perturbations of h1s minde for the death of 1s beloved; pacified, and at lenath compoſed 
by the hamony of reaſon : when looking back, that ts, recalling her to his remembrance, he falls into a 
deſperate relaps, and as it were a ſecond time loſeth her. 

Orpheus rettres to Hamus and Rhodope, who with the muſick of his harpe and waice, attratts 
even beaſts and ſenceleſſe rrees to heare and admire him. The morall of which fable may parallel with 
that former of Amphion : whereof Horace in hu art of Poetry.

David (who with his harpe ſubdued the evill Spirit which vexed Saul) introduced harmony ints the 
Temple, as ſuting well with that divine ſervice + yea even the glorified Spirits are deſcribed with 
harpes mn their hands,and ſinging the praiſes of the Almighty. But the fable of Orpheus, and the 
walking trees that followed hu harp and ditties (more ſenſible then the E mperour Tacitus, who could 
not indure tfe melody of numbers) had an original, as they ſay, from 1his ſtory. The Bacchides, h4- 
ving much dammfied the countrey by their furious ſolemnities, and the citizens fearing an inc; eaſe 
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| of m:{cheife, intreated Orpheus !o zeduce them by one ſtratageme or other. He having ordained a 
| feaſt toB:cchus, ſocalmed their rage, and allured their affections with his muſick, that be drew them 
| downe from the mountaine whore they were aſſemble4 : who laying aſiae their javelins,; took branches 
| of trees in their hands + aud appeared a farre off like a moving wood to ſuch as beheld them : whereup- 
| 011 9.45 ſaid that he attrafied the ſenceleſſe trees with his Harmony, William the Conqueror w.ts ſo 
| aeluded by the Kent: hmen;and the uſurper Macbeth by the expu/ſed Milcolmb. 

Among theſe aſſembled trees, which made atheater for the Sacred Singer, the Pine was one, into 
arws, | whichthe Phrygian Arys w.ts coxverted. A beautifull boy, beloved of Cybil the mother of the Gods, |

and created the preſident of their ſolemmities : who for affetting the Nymph Savgritis was caſtrated 
by her jealouſie ; as all her Prieſts ever after; whom they called Galli, of Gallus a Rrver of Phrygia, 
whoſe waters made the drinker frantick. Atys i ſaid to harve his members cut off, and to be transform- 
' e4nto a Pine, inregard of that trees inferwylity ; as to be beloved by Cybil, in that conſecrated wnto 
' her. But this fable s alſo referred to a biler : How Cybil, daughter to Menos king of Phrygia, ſo 
Called of a mountaine where ſhe w.ss expoſed , fell in love with Atys, ayorng man of that countrey, by 
| whom ſhe was gotten with childe. This knewne to her father, he cauſed Arys tobe ſlaine,tozether wh 
' her Nus{c, and interdicted their burials. When Cybil, diſtrafted with love and ſorrow, ranne about 
the Cenmrey , her haire d ſhevelcd, dancing, and playing on a timbrell : tmitatedafter by her gelded 
Prieſt; , mth? celebration of hr ſolemninies 4 gaſhing withall their faces and bodzes , like the Prieſts 
of Baal 7n their contention with blah, Not long after affi:tted with 2 o1:c109 peſtilence, the Phry- | 
gizns conſuiting with the Oracle, were commanded ta give Atysinterm:nt, aud worſh:p Cybil for 4 
| Goateſſe. |

But no leſſe a ſhame 
were the Propextides, then the Ceraltz io Cyprus , transformed by Venus into Bulls for their in- 
hoſpitality and humane ſacrifices. Few Nations there are, that were not contaminaitd with thus bay- 
barous ſuperſtition : yet found it alwaies ſome oppoſers. Diphilus King of Cyprus made his Idoll of 
Jupiter, contented with a3 oxe in ſtead of a man; and Herculcs taught the Italians to drowne a man 
made of ſtraw, in ſtead of the living. But when civility aud knowledge had informed thers better, 
they were generally abrogated.

hers, the pulſe will ſuddenly change,and pant with extraordinary violence. $0 Eraliſtratus diſcovered 
the concealed affections of love-fick Antiochus. T et this diſcovery may be the better confirmed by the 

reiterated praiſes of the beloved - and withall, the jcy thereof 1n!1ghtens the lookes, and erves a vigour 
ro the eye, through the dilating of the ſpirits , and drawing of them forth to the outward parts. But 
 Myrrha w:th much adoe confeſ5ing her impios affettions, w diſſwaded in vaine, and at length aſs1ſt- 
ed by her Nurſe, who baſely preferres her life before her vertue or honour.

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wvetouſ1 neſſe is ldolatry ;, and of this divine verity the barbarons Indians had a natural! notion + w/ 9 
| 1magined that gold was the God of the Spaniards, in that they hunted after it ſo greedil;. There is a 
| ſtory in Plutarch, not unlike, nor unworthy the recital, of one Pythius, an avaritions Prince, in the 
dayes of Xerxes; who exhaſted his ſubjects in the di7ging and refining of gold. When his wife, com- | 
| miſeraring the cries of the people, cauſed certaine admirable workmen, in the abſence of her husbnd, 
| to make a golden table with variety of viands, all of the ſame metall , which at his returne ſhe cauſed 
to be ſet before him. Who lonz feaſting hi eyes with ſo rare and beloveda ſþetacle, at length called 
for meat to ſatis fie his hunger : when the like artificial food was ſet before him + who in rage crying out 
that he was like to famiſh;his wife replied - We have nothing, Sir,to entertaine you with but this: | 
tor while you imploy the labours of the Citizens, and theirartinthe getting of gold, anum- | 
berdying inthe Mines, andall tor that whichis leaſt uſetull, the fields lie uncultivated , the 
vineyards undreſt, and the Hortyards unplanted : ſo that you muſt eate your gold, or prevent 
the cauſe of this ſcarcity. By which dewice ſhe reformed his avarice - as now our Midas upon 4 ſur- 
vey of his miſerable condition, inlargeth his minae, and deſires tobe rid of that, which he formeyly co- 
veted : effected by waſhing himſelfe in PaEtolus, which beareth gold ever ſmce tn his Channell, The 
fable alludins to the precious productions of that River ;, from whence Crocſus and his anceſtors had 
therr treaſure. And almoſt all the gold, that is gathered at this day, deſcends in ſmall eraines downe 
little drills from the monntaines ( 4s here from T molus ,where PaCtolus hath his fountaines) rmto the 
hollowes of rocks, made by nature or of purpoſe ; there retained by the heavineſſe thereof , Fr whence 
it ts taken. They alſo fiſh for it inrivers with hollow Canes. But the finding of thut which i under 
the earth, as of all other Mines of metall, ts almoſt miraculos. They cut up a ground hazell of a twelve- 
moneths growth, which d:wides above into 4 forke; holding the one branch inthe rizht hand, and the 
other in the left, not graſp too [119hily nor too ftriftly.

rice. Midas ſtenifies a foole : and ſuch are they who make their riches their maſters , which were 
created for ſervants, . 

His converſation with Pan, denotes the bruttiſh and i7norant life, which he led - cleanſed from co-| Mtv xs 
wetouſneſſe, but retaining hu folly. For Pan contending with Apollo tm mnuſick, the mountaine Tmo- pt 
lus berng their Iudge, rave the palme to Apollo : but ſorriſh Midas proteſts a74:1ift the ſentence , for 
| which Apollo produceth his eares to the length and inſtability of aw Aſſes. Pan preſents illiterate 
ruſticity ; Apollo a minde imbued with the divine endowments of art and nature. Midas 41 igno- 
rant Prince, unable to diſt ingmſh betweene that which i© vile andexcellent , and therefore preferres 
the one before the other , for which he ts juſtly branded by the learned with the enſiones of folly. But 
to ſore more high : the contention between theſe muſicians, and the event thereof, exhibits a health-

full doctrine, which may reſtraine our vaine-lory and judgements mith ſobriety, For there & a two- 
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fold har mony or muſick , the one of arvine providence, and the other of humane reaſon. To humane 


judgement (which us as it were to mortall cares) the adminiſtration of the World, of the creature, and 
more ſecres decrees of the higheſt, ſound harſh and diſconſonant ; which i2norance, though tt be de- 
[ervedly markt with the eares of an aſſe, yet « it not apparent, or note1 for « deformity by the vulgar. 
| Theſe long tares are alſo attributed to Midas , as being a ſuſpitious Prince , who heard whatſoever 
wa done afarre off by hus [pies andintellizencers : who (by their falſe informations) becoming ſuſþi- 
tio of his beſt deſerving ſervants, and confident of his worſt , might well be ſaid to heare with FA h 
eares; ignorant of the true eſtate of his aff aires , irreſolute, and waving through ſeverall ſuggeſtions. 
But then maſt dangerous when (.15 here) unexamined and concealed, the accuſer never brought before 
the accuſed, but all taken upon truſt - ſs that not ſeldome the moſt noble are ſubverted by the ſervile

and early hopefalneſſe : happy in his faire and affectionate wife, in his peaceable government, ax o- 
ther fel-cities of fortune : which ſwelled him, as others have written, ſo farre above the ſenſe of his 
mortality, that he cauſed him{cife tobe called Jupiter, and h:5 wife Alcyone Juno, for wh:ch by the 
| divine venreance, he was [hipwrackt and drowned in his voyare to Claros. Onr Poet hath excelled

Ter Alcyone implores all the Gods for the ſafe return of her hi9and, but eſpecrally Jano, the God- 
deſſe of conjugall affettions , who pittying her prevented prayers , ſhakes her polluted hand from the 
Altar, ( for -- were held uncleane for a ſeaſon who had any dead tn their family , nor could enter the 
temples of the Gods before they were purified, borrowed belike from the Lewitcal! Law ) andby her 
Meſſenger Iris commandeth Sleep to ſend a Dreame that might preſent to Alcyone the fate of Ceyx. 


Scythian Boſphorus, [:ving incaved in the rocks, the ayre ever dull and obſcure by reaſon of the di- 
ſtant Sunne and high-hanzing mountains , whence ſprung the proverb of Cyrmerian darkueſſe. 
And there bewallies in Wales, wherein the Sun /himes not for ſix moueths together , if we may cred 
their owners. No Cock here crowed to diſturbe his repoſe and awaken the morning, A creature, ſaith 
Pliny , ordained by Natureto ſentinell che night and roufe up mortalls ro their labours , 4y 
wh:ch in ther Hieroglyphicks they preſented vigilancy. 1t i ferzned tht AleEtryon(which (ignifies 
a Cock ) was a youth beloved by Mars , and conſcious to his adultery with Venus ; who accuſtomed to 
watch at the doore , and give notice if any approached : on ſong on atime aſleep , they were diſco- 
vere bythe Sun , and caught Inanett by Vulcan ; for which angry Mars converted him 114104 Fowle 
with a Creſt on his Crown, repreſenting his Helmet, who minafull of hs former neglett , contiunal!y 
crowes before the Suns up-riſe, leſt be ſhould take any one tardy. But the Cock was [acred unto Mars 
in that ſo couragious a Bird, and the Swille , a martrall people, as heretofore , ſo now when they 20 to 
the warres have them alwaies in their pavilions, It ts generally believed , that the Cock crows thrice, 
and thoſe at ſet times, inthe "_ : which —_ condemnes by his experience far fictitious. But 
to omit other reaſons of hu nightly crowing, as that of his barning deſire unto Venus; all creatures 
have in their kinde a peculiar inſtintt proceeding from thetr qualitie and temperature - ſothat a Cock, 
being extraordinary hot, andof a quick digeſture, awakens alwates about mid-night with hunger ; at 
which time he crows and claps his wings out of the inſtinct of his phantaſie. No Doe ſolicttons for 


the walls of the Capitoll : in memory whereof they ever after fed neeſe in that place at the publique 
charzes ; by whoſe tmage they repreſented Safe-cuſtody. A creature naturally fearefull, and bein. 
| ſubtle to finde any appearance of danger, and eaſily awaked. Theſe, nor any other noyſes , were here tv 
| diſturbe him, onely a ſtreame of Lethe , which invited ſleep by purling on the pebbles. Toworke the 
| like effet Auguſtus Cxlar had water porred loyg and conſtantly by his beds-head into a Ciſterne, 

Foure Rivers therebe which were named Lethe: one ſuppoſed Infernal and meſt friendly to the mi- 
| ſerable : for their Ghoſts having arank thereof , forget forthwith whatſacver in this life had befall'n 
| them. $0 feigned,, becauſe death procures a generall oblivion ; the name of Lethe importing as 
| much - and therefore well placed by the manſion of Sleep, who ſeltome e1rts [heir brows with Poppy, 
that are perplexed with too reſtleſſe a remembrance. For ſuch ſoperiferons weeds grow here in his gar- 
den ,, repealing ſleep by cooling and moiſtning of the brain, before exiled by intemperate heat and dri- 
neſſe, The Sycionians patuted Sleep ſubduing of Lions : in that no ſorrow w.4s [0 011 27164, which

IWherefore Paris as ſoone as borne was expoſed by his father. So Ayſtiges dreamt that his daughter 
Mandane made watcr 11 ſo great quantity,that - pon all Afia. Whereof the Aſtrologians gave 
thu judgement ; that the childe tn her belly (which was Cyrus) ſhould ſubject all that part of the world 

to his dominion : whercapon his Grandfat er expoſed him to the mercy of wilde beaſts , the infant- 


| fortune of ſundry great Princes. But Paris through the care of his mother was taken up and ſecretly 


nourtſhedby the ſhepheards on Ida with the milke of Goats, whereupon he was called Paris: ſo Alex- 
ander ( zs him[elfe teſtifies in his Epiſtle to Helena) for the recovery of the Kings Heard that was 
/tolne, and ſlauzhter of the Pirats. By obtaining the vittory in certaine publique exerciſes, performed 
with great ſtrength and adtivity , he was knowne to the King, and received into favour. Priamus had 
{ent Antenor into Greece tonezotiate the ſurrender of his ſiſter Helione, taken from Troy by Her- 
cules, and grven to Telamon. But his embaſſy was ill accepted, and h:mſelfe no better intreated. 
This injury added to the other,the King intends a warre, and for that canſe aſſembles his Princes. T heir 
options differ according to their ſeveral conceptions and couraces - when Vatis intreats that a Fleet 
may be prepared and committed to his conduct ; not doubting but tore-over his Aunt, and revenge the 
death of his Grandfather Laomedon. For he had dreamt in Ida, how Juno, Venus, and Minerva, 
were preſented unto h1-3 by Mercury, that their contention concerning their beamies might be decided 
by h13 judgement : Venus prom'ſing him the faireſt Dame amone all the Greeks in :eward of hs 
eiving her the preheminency, and therefore he knew, that ſhe would be propittons to his enterpriſe. Ng 
marvell then, though the ſucceſſe were tragicall when Pleaſure was preferred before Glory 411d Iertue.

But Suidas approaching neerer the truth , derives ths fable of the judgement of Paris, from 
1 eloquent oration which he made (being learned in the knowledge of the Grecians) in the praiſe of 
Venus, preferring her before either Juno, or Minerva: who alſo compoſed a Hymnc :n her honour. 4 
while after he was ſent by his father into Greece, not to offer violence, but ts ſacrifice to the Gods of 
that countrey : although he had the rape of Helena in his intention.
